administration, military affairs, war mobilization, security, United Front, 
economic construction, and overseas Chinese. 

2 a The Organization Department included the following offices s. organization, 

propaganda, popular movements , United Front, social, affairs,^ general affairs, 
and auditing . 

3. The Propaganda Department included information, speech, editing, pictorial 
illustration, drama, education, and culture offices. 

4 0 The Popular Movement Depa.rtE3.ent included the Youth League, the Trade Union 
Group , and Women’s, Peasants’, Cultural, Educational, and Merchants’ 
Associations., 

5* The Political Administration Department included the provincial and hsien 
governments, the Military Control Commissions, the Public Security Bureaus, 
and civic bodies such as commercial., industrial, agricultural, and educational 
associations . 

6. The Military Affairs Department^ was organized as fellows? 

a. The Procurement Board included ordnance, „ foodstuff, transport, engineering 
and auditing offices. 

b r The Staff Board included staff, intelligence, liaison, organization, and 
adjutant’s. offices. Sections of the Staff Office were operations, units 
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and arrays (sic) , education, and cartographic * Sections within the 
Intelligence Office were reconnaissance , organization, investigation 
and statistics , and education 

e* The Political Board included offices of organization, propaganda, the 
United Front, enemy penetration, social affairs, and general affairs. 

Within the Propaganda Office rare Information, cultural, training, 
propaganda, drama, and education sections. 

d* The Medical Board 

7 0 The War Mobilization Department included the Armed Activities and the 
Wartime Armed Activities Mobilization Commissions. 

B a The Security Department^ included the Public Security Bureaus (policemen, 
militiamen, and detectives), the Social Affairs Board, and the Special 
Assignment Commission. Within the Social Affairs Board were sections for 25X1 
social affairs , military law, and investigation and statistics* 
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
